PROGRESS IN PARLIAMENT 


The session of parliament opened 
with an announcement by the 
government that many important 
measures would be submitted for 
the Common’s consideration 
and judging by the progress which 
has been made up to the present 
it will be necessary for the govern- 
ment either to scratch a very large 
number of the entries on its 
programme, or to keep members 
at Ottawa for a considerable part 
of the summer. Nearly two 
months have elapsed since parlia- 
ment met, and nothing in_ the 
way of public business has been 
accomplished. The delay which 
has attended the passing of the 
Yukon Railway Bill through the 
Commons has been due partly to 
the peculiar manner in which the 
government introduced and dealt 
with the matter, and partly to the 
long adjournment had, without 
precedent, for the purpose of 
allowing the government and its 
supporters to give every possible 
aid to their friend Mr. Hardy in 
Ontario. The Yukon Railway Bill 
cannot by auy means be regarded 
as an accomplished fact, inasmuch 
asin all probability the result ot 
all the dexterous manipulation of 
the Cemmons will be nullified by 
an adverse vote in the Senate. 

There remain still to be disposed 
of, the budget, the Drammond 
aay investigation, the Fran- 
chise bill and the long promised 
Plebiscite bill, all of which will be 
sure to provoke a good deal of 
necessary discussion, With regard 
to the budget, there are necessary 
changes to be made in the clauses 
relatin to preferential trade, 
which involves the admission that 
the government would have acted 
more wisel had it taken 
advantage of the advice given it 
by the opposition durirg the last 
session. At all events, the blunder 
then made must be corrected now. 
The estimates will, as they always 
have, meet with a great deal of 


criticism, although now that the] fp, 


critics arein power, there may be 
less hindrance to public business, 
The Franchise bill, which is now 
under discussion will be strongly 
resisted by the opposition as a step 
contrary to the general welfare of 
thecountry. To put the control of 
elections to the House of Commons, 
for instance in the preparation of 
voters’ lists and in the fixing of the 
qualification of yoters, in the 
power ot a provincial legislature is 
manifestly dangerous, more es- 


cially when it is «emembered | + 


ow such powers have been used 
in the pers by some of the pro- 
vincial legislatures for the purpose 
of twisting the elections to suit 
the party in power, 
Notwithstanding its express 
pledges, the government will 
ardiy dare to push the Plebiscite 
bill this season.

THESUPERANNUATION BILL 


Mr. Mulock’s bill to provide for 
the abolition of the civil service 
superannuation act and for the 
retiiement ot members of the 
civil service isa distinct improve- 
ment on the existing system of 
superannuation which 1s not only 
costly but ineffectual for the 
byrpose for which it was intended. 

The question of effecting some 
improvement hase been much 
disenssed of late and the con- 
clusion which has generally been 
arrived at is that the present 
system must be either ended or 
mended within the near future, 
Its theory was sound enough, but 
in practice it has proved useless, 
The expenditure on account of 
superannuationlast yearamounted 
to $308,000 while the total revenue 
amounted only to $59,000, the 
difference being a net loss to the 


country of etme / a quarter of a 
million dollars, Like the American 
yension list, the superannuation 
ist is never stationary, but con- 
stantly on the inerease. The 
modern politician must find places 
for his supporters, whose consti 
tutons become strengthened by 
promotion to office. Some mem- 
bers of the superannusted class 
have been receiving an allow- 
ance for the past 25 years. 

The change suggested by Mr. 
Mulock’s bill will be generally 
commended, Some social econo- 
mists go a good deal further than 
Mr. Mulock, and believe that the 
government should not be com- 
pelled at all to look after the old 
age of its employees, who should 
be placed on no better footing 
than other private citizens, As a 
rule, civil servants ave well paid, 
and very few of them could do 
better, if as well, if they were 
compeitled to fight their own battle 
for subsistence in the outside 
world against all competition, 
instead ot simply securing a place 
in adepartment at _a good salary 
and short hours and receiving the 
annual increase which the law 
allows. They sare on the whole 
mucb better paid than the citizens 
whose taxes go to their support. 

Mr. Mulock’s bill is a happy 
mean between the present ob- 
jectionable condition and the 
total abolition of the super- 
annuation system, It creates what 
might called & scheme of 
endowment insurance; in which 
the payments become due to the 
insured on his retirement or 
dismissal, or to his heire in the 
event of his death. The present 
system is useful only in cases of 
“the survival ot the fittest.” A 
man may contribute for 20 years 
to thesuperannuationfundand yet 
forfeit all claim - dying in 
harness as happened the other day 
in the case of Mr. A. M. Burgess, 
Not a cent comes to his nae A 
although he had paid in probably 
thousands of dollars. Under Mr. 
Mulock’s plan sucn a thing could 
not happen. By it, ail permanent 
officials contribute five per cent of 
their yearly salaries, and are 
allowed interest on the amount 
paid in at the rate of five per cent 
compounded helf yearly. This 
forms what it is proposed to calla 
“retirement fund” and the con- 
tributor is entitled to draw the 
full amount and interest as stated, 
on his retirement from any cause 
from the public service. Should 
he die in the service the accumu- 
lated payment and interest go to 
his heirs. Present employees of 
over 10 years’ service are given the 
option of accepting the new plan 
or remaining with the old. It 
would be only fair too, that Mr. 
Mulock’s plan should be available 
to officials of less than 10 years’ 
standing many if not all of whom 
would prefer it. 

Mr. Mulock's proposition is the 
best and fairest that has yet been 
made for the removal of the 
abuses which condemn the present 
system and it is sincerely to be 
hoped that it will meet with the 
tavorable consideration of 
parliament. 


ON FALSE PREMISES 


The Vancouver World, in con- 
firming the report that D. C. 
raser, M. P. tor Guysbora’, is tu 
be pitchforked into the chief 
justiceship of British Columbia, 
contrary to the expressed wish ot 
the members of the bar of that 
province, uses the argument that 
f Mr. Fraser were not eligible, not 
being a member of the provincial 
bar, the appointment of every 
outside judge in Manitoba is 
illegal, 

The World is altogether wrong 
in its premises, Of the four judges 
who comprixe the court of Queen's 
xench in Manitoba, one, Chief 
Justice Taylor is the only outside 
appointment. The other three 
judges, Dubue, Killam and Bain 
were practising barristers in the 
province up to the time of their 
appointments, What is much 
more to the point, hewever, is the 
fact that while British Columbia 
claimed to have certain existing 
rights which were not abrogated 
ry confederation, (although 
Englishmen have beon appointed 
to judgeships in British Columbia) 
Manitoba had no such rights, 

Apart from the question of legal 
qualifications, the principle of 
appointing outsiders to judicial 
positions merely in return for 
political services, in face of the 
fact that there are in the province 
men whose legal attainments 
entitle them to the position, is not 
only extremely unfair to the local 
bar, but demoralizing all round. 
The reasous given by the World, a 
prominent Liberal paper, must be 
somewhat discournging to — the 
awyers and litigants of British 
Columbia, After discussing the 
qualitications of several well 
knowo~ Liberal lawyers who 
belong tothe province the World 
goes on tosay: “The government 
realizing that Mr. Fraser has been 
a stalwart of the stalwarts in the 
Liberal ranks, and having per 
formed yeoman service for his 
party. it is felt that his services 
and the representations made by 
his many friends from the Pacific 
to the Atlantic, in his behalf, 
cannot very well be ignored 
hence the probability of his 
receiving the appointment.” 

Liberals may now be assured of 
getting aquid pro quo from the 
World's giant judge, but how 
about the others who have not 
done *veoman service?” Politics 
are evideatly his strong point,

The negotiations 
for a Joan, and in connection with 
the demands of Germany, Russia 
and France prove conclusively 
that China cannot cope with any 
one of the powers, much less wit 
a combination of two or more. 
Had it not been for the attitude of 
England, China would have before 
now been divided up among those 
three powers, if they were not 
engaged in a fierce conflict) over 
the distribution of the spoils. 
Apart from foreign interference, 
the Chinese empire cannot stand 
very long. There is no such thing 
as patriotism in the celestial 
empire. The control of the central 
government over the different 
provincial administrations — is 
merely nominal, and the country 
itself is so large and its inhabitants 
so ignorant of what is going on, 
that the occupation of a large 
portion of it would cause little or 
no commotion in other parts of it. 
The condition of China will make 
the task of England in securing a 
yermanent basis for her commerce 
n that country very difficult 
indeed. New cloth only em- 
phasizes the rent in the old 
garment, and the solution of the 
problem which involves the 
repairing of a structure which is 
crumbling to pieces from internal 
dry rot and decay will occupy the 
attention of England’s'§ most 
sagacious statesmen for some time 
to come. The eastern difficulty 
is the must serious question which 
England has had to consider 
during the present century.

mologists as the  aspidiotus 
perniciosus is most. destructive tor 
many _ reasons, It possesses 
marvellous power of reproduction, 
and can kill an infested young tree 
within three years, attacking the 
leaf, stem, twig and fruit. The 
scale has been found upon the 
peach, plum, apple. cherry, 
currant, gooseberry, raspberry, 
rose, hawthorn and even the ejm. 
It was to prevent its ready intro- 
duction by nursery stock and fruit 
from infested trees that the act 
was passed, and as the disease has 
been found to exist in the United 
States, Australia, Japan and the 
Hawaiian Islands, the act has by

ANOTHER ACCOUNT OF THE ACCIDENT

tuined. Later in the day, details were 
obtained as General Superintendent 
R, Marpole, has adopted the sensible 
plan of furnishing the press with par- 
ticulars of any accident.

The 
deceased Alexander Hepburn, resided 
at 912 Oppenheimer street with his 
father end mother. He was aged 22, 
It is stated that a brother of the de- 
ceceased was killed in a railway acci- 
dent some time ago, 

An inquest on the bodv *of the un- ! 
fortunate fireman was held yesterday 
afternoon, at Port Hammond, by Cor- 
oner Pittenrigh. After the hearing 
of evidence, the jury returned a ver- 
dict of accidental death, The funeral 
of the deceased will be looked after by 
the C. P. R. It will take place on Fri- 
day at 2 p,m. 

At the point where the slide occur 
red, which caused the fatal accident, 
there isacutting, the high bank of 
which checked the slide, and, instead 
of the train being thrown over the 
bank. it was overturned toward the 
hillside, Just here, too, is the Howi- 
son farm house, close to the scene of a 
similar but more extensive slide many.

The Proper Care of Cows and How to 
Make the Dairying Indu: a Profit- 
able One, Practically sced-— 


—A Large Number of , Farmers 
Present -Iustructive Speeches Made 


Epmonton, March 18 —The deputa- 
tion from the Dairynien’s Association 
of the Nort! West Territories arrived 
in Edmonton last night and a meeting 
was held in the town hall. Mr. Fraser 
Tims, M.L.A., was voted to the chair 
and there was a representative gath- 
ering from all parts of the district. 

BE. H. Uopkins, president of the 
associations was first called upon, He 
gave a brief resume of (he past work 
of the association, showing the good 
work tbat had been accomplished. He 
said, however, that its mission was 
not yet fulfilled. Questions were con- 
stantly arising that required earnest 
consideration. ne financial manage- 
ment of the creameries was the most 
important of them. He thought the 
best means to ascertain the most eco- 
nomical methods of production was 
occasional conferences ot those who 
had the management of the creamer- 
ies so As to Compare notes and experi- 
ences, Before creameries were estab- 
lished it was found that farmers were 
losing a great amount of fyouey. The 
merchants saw this «5 soon as Any- 
body and it was the merchants of the 
country who came forward and helped 
to organize the creameries and to 
assist them with their capital, It was 
not, however, until the Government 
took the matter up that the creamer- 
1es proved a success. It was but a 
— ago that Professor Robertson 

built the creameries, the machinery 
coming from the east, and although it 
+48 late in the season that the cream- 
eries started, they had made more 
rogress in establishing Canadian 
iter on foreign markets than 
Ontario was alle to do as regarded 
cheese in 31 years. The great advan- 
tage of dairy farming was that it did 
notin any way interfere with their 
other ‘agricultural resources, They 
did not need to grow less wheat or 
less beef in consequence of dairying, 
while as to pork it was precisely the 
way to increase its production, He 
had great faith in the cow. It never 
went out on strike or troubled itself 
about the financial condition of the 
country. It was necessary, however, 
to keep them in milk for a longer 

riod than was generally done, He 

id not believe in summer fallowing 
eows. They should get a good cow 
and care for her, and feed her in a 
right manner. They would then get 
milk from her ten months in the year. 

Angus Mackay, of the Experimental 
Farm, Indian Head, congratulated the 
district on the interest shown in farm- 
ing. He received more enquiring 
communications from Wetaskiwin, 
Lacombe, Red Deer, Innisfail and 
Olds than from all the rest of the 
Tertitories put together. The great 
difficulty to he overcome in {dairying 
was to get a fonger term for dairying 
operations, It was a difficulty, how- 
ever, that could be overcome, but 
they could neverovercome it if they 
trusted entirely to the native prairie, 
The cow, to be properly productive, 
must have rations,and the only wav 
to get rations was from cultivated 
land. There was no feed to speak of 
on the praime until the first of June, 
andthen it was weak and watery, 
whereas brome grass was eighteen 
inches long before that time and was 

‘ood feed, The brome grass was good 
n other respects, not the least of 
which was that it kept the soil from 
blowing as also did roots, The great 
secret of getting fecd was summer 
fallowing and working the Iand so as 
to be sure of a crop whevherthe season 
be wet or dry; and not only for clean- 
ingtheland and retaining moisture, 
The land should he plowed for summer 
fallowing as early in the spring as 
possible. Sowing should also be early 
especially Red Fvfe, which was the 
most hardy of wheats and would not 
be hurt by the summer trosts. The 
second week in the spring is the hest, 
but. the third week is the safest. All 
sowing should he by the drill. No 
farmer should sow broadcast, Then 
again, the seed should always be 
treated with blue stone and dipping 
was the best way so to treat, better 
than sprinkling. There was a good 
deal of smuttv whestin Alberta, and 
the only wav to get md of smut was 
by proper blue stone treatment, Oats 
and barley ought to be treated in the 
same way. Smut had appeared in the 
cereals, and he ventured to say that 
unless treated with blue stone in a 
few years there would pot be any oats 
orbarleyin the country. He recom- 
mended the cultivation of vegetables. 
Alberta could produce as fine vewe- 
tables as anv country in the world, 
The important point was to have two 
plots of ground, Fallowing was an 
easential factor in growing veretables, 
Mr. McKay aleo advocated the culti- 
vation of trees,for although there were 
plenty around, they were nearly all of 
one kind: and he concluded an able 
address by giving some practical hints 
on weeds in their eradication, exhibit- 
ing some mounted specimens of the 
mnost, noxious sorts. 

W. Watson. of Meose Jaw, one of 
the vice-presidents of the association 
inavery able speech. said that the 
great advantage of Government 
creanmries was that the patrons knew 
that they gor fair play and cash pay- 
ments, [t was much better to have 
the nniform butter of the creameries 
than the haphazard qualities of domes- 


tie butter how ever good its 
quality. Indeed it was the only 
way to secure the foreign murkets A 


buver could sample North West butter 
at Moosomm: and he knew it would 
do for for the whole of the North West 
whereas uoder the old system each in- 
dividual lot had to be sampled He 
helieved that al the present time the 
North West had the best system in} 
the world Then, again many per 
sons wight make good butter but not 
have the canvenience to it.

IMPORTANT DECISION 


Mr. Justice Rouleau Grants a 


Prohibition Against Coroner Meade’ 


of Pincher Creele — The Coroner 
Should Have Been a Witness 


Mr, Justice Rouleau gave judgment 
on Thursday on an app ication made 
on bebalf of M. J, Haney. superin- 
tendent of construction on the Crow's 
Nest Railway, fora writ of protibi- 
tion to probibit Coroner Herbert 
Remington Meade, M, D,, of Pincher 
Creek, from proceeding further in a 
certain inquest now proceeding at 
Pincher Creek, concerning the deaths 
of E. McO. Fraser and Charles P, Mc- 
Donald, two men who had been em- 
ployed on constructioh, 

The application was based upon the 
following grounds: 

(1) That the Coroner had no juris- 
diction, 

(2) That he was himself a material 
and necessary witness, and 

(3) That he was directly and per- 
sonally interested in the result of the 
investigation, 

From ths affidavits filed in support 
of the application it appeared that the 
two men had been brought to Pincher 
Creek by the railway company/s am- 
bolance on January 23rd, and that Dr. 
Meade was called in toattend them 
pee yf and that they died 
while under his care. 

Mr, Justice Rouleau, after citing the 
cases bearing on the subject said : 

“In this case there isa dangerous 
precedent to be avoided. A physician 
who is at the same time a coroner, in 
order to avoid a prosecution for mal- 
practice would have only to call a iy 
and hold an inquest on the body of his 
victim and the law would be powerless 
to prevent him. It seems to me that 
in this case the attending physician 
should be one of the principal wit- 
nesses hecause he is the only scientific 
man who saw the persons immediately 
before their deaths, and he is the only 
competent witnesss to corroborate the 
evidence of the surgeons who made 
the post mortem examination, Com- 
mon sense should have dictated this 
to the coroner, and it was his duty to 
call for another one in his place to 
hold the and in- 

vestigation, 

“J am therefore of opinion that a 
writ of prohibition should issue pro- 
hibiting Herbert Remington Meade- 
M. D., coroner, from preceeding fur- 
with the said and = in- 
vestigation.”
